Durante mi gestión como Tesorera, 
siempre fué mi norma que la Comisión no 
debiera a nadie un solo centavo, y asi al pre¬ 
sentárseme una cuenta, esta era pagada de 
inmediato de suerte que nadie tuvo la más 
mínima dificultad al cobrar. 

La publicación del fondo existente en 
el Banco y fuera de el, se omitió por tácito 
acuerdo de los oficiales de la Comisiona por¬ 
puesta del entonces Secretario, por convenir 
así a los intereses de la misma Comisión, y 
exijirlo así circunstancias especiales que es¬ 
trictamente interesan solo a los antiguos ofi¬ 
ciales de esa Comisión. Esta muy particu¬ 
lar circunstancia, debieran haberla puesto en 
conocimiento del digno-Presidente de la Nue¬ 
va Comisión Honorífica Incorporada, por lo 
menos dos dé sus subordinados de reciente 
data que tenían conocimiento de ella. Antes 
de su publicación, mis reportes de finanzas, 
de los que yo conservo sendas copias, eran 
presentados para su revisión, comprobación 


y aprobación a los oficiales de la Comisión 
Honorífica en Asamblea regular, y dichos 
oficiales, al estampar sus firmas en tales 
reportes, garantizaban la corrección de los 
mismos. 

En mis multicitados reportes, siemp¬ 
re se enteró al publico hasta del último cen¬ 
tavo que entraba, como hasta del último cen¬ 
tavo que salía, de esto sontestigos los miles 
de lectores de esta revista en la que siemp¬ 
re se publicaron. Yo pregunto: Un tesorero 
que cuida religiosamente los fondos a el con¬ 
fiados, que paga de inmediato las cuentas de 
su organización cuidando así de su buen nom¬ 
bre, que informa al detalle de lo que recibe 
y de lo que se gasta, que mas necesita para 
ser honrado ?.Si en todos mis repor¬

Cada lector de EL EXCENTRICO, que 
haya leído los multicitados reportes, es un 
testigo que puede desmentir el infundio de que 
no se sabe en que se gastaba el dinero. 

Por último, álguien me pidió que in¬ 
formara del total de fondos que yo entregué 
a la nueva Tesorería del Comité Mexicano 
Cívico Patriótico Pro Becas de San José, 
cuando renuncié mi cargo en noviembre del 
año próximo pasado, así como también esa 
persona, me pidió que asentara los rendi¬ 
mientos que hubiese dejado el banquete de la 
reina. Al consultar con el Sr. Presidente del 
Comité esta pretensión, me dijo que no había 
ninguna dificultad para que lo hiciera, pero

El motivo de la separación de la An¬ 
tigua Comisión del Consulado y las desiden- 
cias que existen entre la Nueva Comisión que 
preside el Sr. Saldaña, y el Comité que pre¬ 
side el Sr. Ulloa, y en el que figura la casi 
totalidad de los oficiales de la antigua Com- 
i s i ó n, no tienen nada que ver el con fondo 
monetario de la antigua Comisión que fue la

The Mexican-American child while 
moving in a free and familiar environment 
appears to be "normally bright" when com¬ 
pared with other groups of children. This 
was the conclusion, through the observation 
of teachers, of Arthur Jensen in his article 
"Learning Abilities in Mexican-American 
and Anglo-American Children, " published in 
California Journal of Educational Research. 
(Sep., 1961). Jensen was particularly con¬ 
cerned with the high number of Mexican- 
American children being classified as "slow 
learners or mentally retarded" on the basis 
of currently popular standardized tests. This 
subgroup is typically found to cluster around 
an IQ of 80 to 85. 

His most surprising finding was that 
on the direct measures of learning abilities 
used, "Anglo-American children of low IQ 
are slow learners as compared with Mexican- 
Americans of the same IQ; Mexican-Ameri- 
cans of average and above-average IQ do not 
differ significantly in learning ability from 
Anglo-Americans of the same IQ." 

In a study and comparison of Mexican- 
American and Anglo-American children who 
were matched for age, school grade place¬ 
ment, total IQ, and living in an integrated 
housing community, the children of Mexican 
descent were not significantly different from 
the children of Anglo descent on most non- 
language scores. However, children with 
Spanish language background scored signifi¬ 
cantly lower than children with English lan¬ 
guage background on many verbal scores. 

Paul.»Sheldon in his study "Mexican- 
American if» Urban Public Schools: An Ex¬ 
ploration of the Drop-out Problem," pub¬ 
lished in the California Journal of Ecuca- 
tional Research, (Jan. 1961), indicates that 
high school students of the Los Angeles area 


showed that the Mexican-American group was 
far more likely to dropout of school than any 
other group; that, typically, the dropout stu¬ 
dents tended to have "unsatisfactory" behav- 
ratings by teachers, and that the "Mexican- 
Americans are more likely to stay in school 
in the areas where other groups represent a 
majority." 

Each year, for thousands of Spanish¬ 
speaking youngsters, schooling is a crippling 
experience, with failure as a reward. In Ca¬ 
lifornia specially trained teachers are try ing 

to teach English to children of foreign-born 
migratory farm workers. In Miami,thousands 
of Cuban pupils have swamped the school 
system. The problem is similar in commu¬ 
nities where there are concentrations of im¬ 
migrants or refugees. 

A few years ago an accelerated prog¬ 
ram to teach English to Spanish - speaking 
children was introduced in the school system 
of Texas. By that time, 1961, there were a- 
bout 2,000,000 Latins in Texas, mainly of 
Mexican heritage. Although approximately 
70 per cent were Texas-born, many of them 
spoke no English at all, and most spoke Span¬ 
ish far more fluently than English. This was 
a situation which most Texans did not care 
about. 

The Saturday Evening Post . (Aug. 5, 
1961), publishes a report about this situation 
which was brought to a dramatic change by 
two Latins: "... a Houston Businessman, 
Felix Tijerina, who had only six months of 
formal schooling, and Isabel Verner, a 
seventeen-year-old high school girl." 

Felix, son of Mexican-born parents 
who had immigrated to Sugar Land, Texas, 
"... had never forgotten how his inability to 
speak English held him back in his youth. He 
felt that the same lack was holding back his 
people. In his capacity as president of the 
League of United Latin American Citizens 
(LULAC), he visited the State Board of Edu¬ 
cation in Austin." There Felix met with the 
educators and asked fora special program to 
teach English to the Latins, and he offered to 
assist anyone who wanted to help. A brief 
account of this meeting, which appeared in a 
spring, 1957, issue of Texas Outlook, a mag¬ 
azine published by the Texas State Teachers 
Association, attracted one volunteer, Isabel 
Verner of Ganado, Texas, about ninety miles 
from Houston. 

Thus, Felix, with the help of Isabel 
as an English teacher and a basic vocabulary 
list of four hundred words prepared by Mrs.

Elizabeth Burrus of Baytown, Texas, founded 
the Little School of the Four Hundred. The 
first week only three children attended. By 
1958 nine Little Schools had succeeded in 
teaching the vocabulary list to 402 children. 
In 1960 when the Texas Legislature voted on 
a recommendation, Felix* s program of pre¬ 
school training in English was passed almost 
without opposition. Then Texas moved on a 
massive scale. The little Schools of the Four 
Hundred had fulfilled their purpose and cheer¬ 
fully closed their doors. More than six hun¬ 
dred public school teachers were hired for 
the summer of 1960. The summer program 
in 1960 cost Texas $480,000 and the estimated 
net saving to the state was over a $1,000, 000. 
"Without the special classes in English, the 
education bill for retraining these same child¬ 
ren - most of whom would normally have 
flunked first grade - would have come to 
round $1, 600, 000." 

The Mexican-American is faced with 
three areas of influence which demand of him 
continual adjustment: the community to 
which he has been relegated and in which he 
has surrounded himself with those ancestral 
elements which give him a sense of security; 
the total community which in spite of him 
as a bona fide citizen with all its attributes; 
and the school, which ignore almost complet¬ 
ely the fact that his life is molded by the stark 
reality of living in two worlds under two dif¬ 
ferent cultures. 

The impact of these conditions has 
caused the Mexican-American to become im¬ 
potent in many areas of life, creating confu¬ 
sion in his thinking as to the role he is to play 
on the American scene. Besides, the partial 
disintegration of the parent culture and the 
fact that he has learned through social pres¬ 
sure to be ashamed and even to disown his 
ethnic ancestry, has made the Mexican-Ame¬ 
rican a victim of confusion, frustration, and 
insecurity. However, it should be pointed 
out that he makes efforts to identify himself 
with the representative culture, and the de¬ 
gree of his efforts depends on the social level 
of the person and the community in which he 
resides.. But, in spite of it all, he still re¬ 
mains a foreigner, a stranger, and for all in¬ 
tents and purposes "a Mexican" with the 
complete common stereotyped, connotation 
caused by more than a hundred years of cul¬ 
ture conflict.

There is hardly any area of govern¬ 
ment that one can go into in our Cities or 
County that one does not encounter American 
citizens of Mexican descent. This participa¬ 
tion in our civic bodies by members of our 
Community is not just by chance or patron¬ 
age; it is b e c a u s e these people have taken 
competitive examinations under Civil service 
examinations and regulations after meeting 
basic requirements, among one which re¬ 
quires a high school diploma. I am very happy 
to inform you of these dedicated men and wo¬ 
men who have risen to directors and execu¬ 
tive positions within our local governments. 
One most prominent high level County execu¬ 
tive is Mr. Leonard Ramirez, Superintendent 
of the two Boys Ranches and the Murial Wright 
School for Girls.

Leonard Ramirez has 
directed this County facility, there has Deen 
achievements gained in the operation as well 
as in the end result of the Ranches which is a 
reorientiated boys and girls. 

On the County Commission appoint¬ 
ment level from Board of Supervisors or City 
Council appointments are several men and 
women who have donated time, and energy 
towards the betterment of the Community. 
One of the stalwarts has been Mr. Pompeyo 
Garcia, landscape architect and active in the 


Community life for over twenty years. Mr. 
Garcia serves as a member of the Santa Cla- 1 
ra County Library Commission and who has 
been responsible in furthering the reading 
needs of the Spanish speaking community. 
Serving in the same County Library Commis¬ 
sion is the highly respected Mrs. Josephine 
Guerrero who also is the post mistress of 
Milpitas Post Office. She, like Mr. Garcia, 
have many times helped to insure that our 
culture is preserved in the selection of books 
for libraries as well as sites that are access- 
able to all in our community. The recent ap- 
pointment of Mr. Armando Delgado to the 
Santa Clara County Health and Welfare Com¬ 
mission, filled a need for a representative of 
the Spanish surname Community.
